| world’s series baseball games that 
may be played in St. Louis is large- 
ly a lottery. It is problematical 
whether an applicant will get any 
seats or, if so, what seats he will 
get. And it {is probable that any 
who does not send in an applica- 
tion today, or not later than to- 
morrow, will be out of the drawing 
and hence out of seats. ‘ 

The St. Louts National Baseball 
| Club today began the formal re- 
ceiving of applications, and made 
known its plan for filling the or- 
ders, 

Applications will no. be filed in 
the order in which they are re- 
ceived, When it is estimated that 
envelopes containing enough or- 
ders to exhaust the 23,235 reserwed 
seats (the entire grandstand) and 
the indefinite number, of box seats, 
have been received, the opening 
will begin, 

The first envelope opened will be- 
come No. 1 order received, though 
it may lave arrived hours after 
some other envelope. 

All Depends on Luck of Draw. 

Vhen ‘the total of boxes and re- 
served seats has been exhausted 
the drawing for location of seats 
will begin. No. 1 order will not get 
the pick of seats. It goes into the 
hat with the other applications. 
The application that just gets 
within the total—the last envelope 
opened—may get the choicest seat. 
It all depends on the luck of the 
draw. 

The number of box seats is in- 
definite, due to the fact that a 
row of field boxes will be added 
in number not yet determined. 
The indefiniteness is increased by 
the fact that there are certain pref- 
erences to be observed in box seats. 
The Advisory Council of Baseball 
—Commissioner Landis and Presi- 
dents Heydler and Johnson of the 
two deagues—will take about 250 
box seats. Season box holders will 
have opportunity to reesrve their 
boxes for the games. Thus, the 
applicant for reserved seats will 
have better chance 'of seats than 
the applicant for box seats. 

Those of the public who fail to 
get their applications filled will not 
necessarily be shut out of the 
games. They will have the privi- 
lege of standing all night in line for 
the pavilion and bleacher seats that 
will be sold only on the day of the 
game, 

10,000 Bleacher Seats. 


The number of these also is in- 
definite, though they will exceed, 
probably by a considerable mar- 
gin, 10,000. Temporary bleacher 
seats will be placed in left and 
center fields. The number has not 
been determined. Playing rules 
specify that the minimum distance 
between home plate and the center 
field temporary bleachers shall be 
300 feet and between home plate 
and left field bleachers, 235 feet.

$18-a-week seamstress, has con- 
fessed that her story of having 
shared a seaside cottage at Crorme! 
with a_ sister, the anonymous 
“Miss X,” and Kenneth G. Ormis- 
ton, former Angelus Temple radio 
operator, was a fake for which she 
was to receive $5000 from Mrs. 
Aimee Semple McPherson, the 
evangelist. Mrs. Seilaff’s admis- 
sion was made in a sworn state- 
ment. 

During the investigation of the 
evangelist’s mysterious disappear- 
ance, May 18 to June 18—when 
she says she was kidnaped and 
taken to Mexico—it was hinted 
that she might have been ocaupy- 
ing the Carmel cottage with Ormis- 
con, 

The confessivn followed a dra- 
matic meeting hetween Mrs. Seilaff 
and her twin sister, Mrs. Virla 
Kimball of Oakland, and is said 
to have been;smade at the direct 
request of the latter. The sisters 
met in the newspaper office, Mrs. 
Sailaff having been taken under 
guard from her cell in the county 
jail where she had spent two days 
since her arrest Saturday on 
charges of issuing worthless 
checks. , ; 

Makes “Clean Breast of It.” 

The sisters kissed, therm after 
consultation with her lawyer, Mrs. 
Sailaff announced her intention of 
“making a clean breast of the 
whole thing.” She, proceeded to 
dictate her statement, which was 
acknowledged later before a no- 
tary, 

Mrs. Sailaff began by stating 
that she was approached in San 
Francisco on or about July 30 by 
aman who said he wa’ “Mr. Mar- 
tin” and who asked her if she 
would come to Los Angeles on 
“some work which would pay good 
money and would only take a few 
weeks or not al! of that time.” She 
said the man could give only a few 
details, but told her the work 
would be in connection with the 
McPherson case. 

She stated that she was ordered 
to send a telegram to District At- 
torney Keyes at Los Angeles, de- 
claring that her sister. who was in 
the East. had been with Ormiston 
at Carmel and that she had wired 
the sister to return tmmediately.

DEDHAM, Mass., Sept. 13.—Six- 
ty-three affidavits in support of a 
motion for a new trial for Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, 
Italian radicals, convicted of mur- 
der, were submitted to Judge Web- 
ster Thayer in Superior Court here 
today. 

All were based upon a confes- 


sidn by Celestino F. Madeiros, con- 
demned murderer, that he was im- 
plicated im the doubie murder in 
1920 for which Sacco and Vanzetti 
were convicted. The confession 
exonerated Sacco and Vanzettl. 

Included in the Hst of affidavits 
was one by Sacco in which he de- 
nied complicity in the shooting of 
a paymaster and his guard in 
South Braintree, Mass., during a 
payroll holdup and in which he 
told how Madeiros informed him 
of his alleged connection with the 
affair. 

Madeiros’ Story Confirmed. 

Another was that of James E. 
Weeks, associated with Madetros 
in the murder for which Madeiros 
is to be electrocuted. Weeks de- 
scribed conversations with Madei- 
ros,-in which he said he was a 
member of the Morello gang of 
Providence, R. I., and that they 
committed the South Braintree 
robbery, | 

It was said that neither Sacco 
nor Vanzetti nor Madeiros would 
appear during the hearing. 

The Madeiros affadavit was pre- 
sented by William G. Thompson. 
chief of the defense counsel, and ar. 
guments are to be made by both 
sides, 

The motion for a new trial was 
the latest development in the long 
fight for life by Sacco and “Van- 
zetti which has been marked by 
world-wide interest which has re- 
sulted in the attempted bombing of 
United States embassies and con-} 
sulates in Europe and South Amer- 
ica. 

The Madetiros confession was said 
to have been made while Madeiros 
was awaiting an appeal from his 
conviction on a murder charge in 
connection with a Wrentham bank 
holdup during which he shot the 
aged cashier. Two companions, in- 
cluding Weeks, were sentenced to 
life imprisonment. for the same 
crime. With his execution sched- 
duled for the week of Sept. 5, Ma- 
deiros obtained a respite so that 
his testimony might be available in 
the event of the granting of a new 
trial for Sacco and Vanzetti.

his efforts in having the assets of 
the American Metals Co. turned 
over to the-Societe Suisse Pour 
Valeurs de Metaux by the Alien 
Property Custodian. He admitted 
this on the witness stand this aft- 
ernoon. 

In diredt examination Merton 
told of paying $441,000 to the late 
John T, King, former Republican 
National Committeeman for Con- 
“ but this has not been ¢on- 
nected in testimony with the de- 
fendans. King was indicted with 
them in May but died a week later. 
The Goverhment contends that he 
shared the money with them. 

Merton testified today tha¢ he 
had no knowledge of a “split up” 
of the $441,000 between Daugherty, 
Miller and King. ' 

Merton said on his arrival in 
New York, he saw King rather than 
lawyers because he had a distrist 
for “unscrupulous” lawyers who 
were then flooding Germany witb 
offers to regain seized property for 
a fee. Merton also testified that 
he told Miller at their first meeting 
that the Societe Suisse was owned 
by the Swiss and that he tried to 
divert his attention from other de- 
tails of ownership. 

Mentions Visit from Todd, 

Merton realted that Hiram C., 
Todd of the Department of Justice 
had visited him im Frankfort-on- 
the-Main in 1925, but was inet 
given full access to the books of 
the Cociete Suisse. Merton was 
indicted later but he was not 
narhed in the more recent super- 
seding indictment. 

When Kenneth F. Simpson, one 
of United States Attorney Buck- 
ner’s assistants visited him last 
spring, however, access to the 
Swiss books was given him. Short- 
ly before Merton sailed for Amer- 
ica, he sald, he had heard that 
the indictment ggainst him hed 
been dismissed.

ROME, Sept. 13.—The man who | 
attempted the life of Premier Mus- | 


solini Saturday by throwing a 
bomb at his automobile as it was 
passing the Pia gate into the city 
is believed to be Gin Lueetti, 26 
years old, a native of Avenza, Tus- 
cany. 

When seized at the scene of the 
attempt he gave his name as Er- 
mete Gilovannini and said he was 
born at Castelnuovo di Garfagnana. 
He explains, the police say, that 
he gave a false name to avoid com- 
plications for his family. 

According to the new accourt 
given by the prisoner, he arrived 
in Rome on Aug. 2. took lodginzs 
in a third-class hotel under a false 
nam and begag patrolling the 
streef¥ through which he thougnt 
the Premier mighf pass. 

He constantly carried two bombs 
in his belt, with a piece of emery 
paper strapped to his wrist, th's 
to set in operation the detonatiag 
apparatus on the bombs. 

The fact that the Premier’s car 
was driven over different routes 
between his office and residence 
baffled Lucetti at first. Then he 
noticed that, whatever route was 
chosen, the car always passed the 
Pia gate. 

Police Doubt His Story.

He declares his 
only relations with other persons 
“were in connection with the pur- 
chase of a suit of clothing. 

The police, however. assert that 
the evidence thus far supports 
their theory that the attempt was 
the outcome of machinations 
abroad. 

Acting on this theory, they have 
arrested numerous suspects, both 
in Rome and the provinces. These 
persons will be submitted to care- 
ful invéstigation. Among those ar- 
rested is the notorious anarchist. 
Enrico Malatesta, who recently set- 
tled in Rome, opening an electrical 
fitter’s shop. 


Had Bombs Six Years. 
Investigations | regarding the 
manner in which Lucetti obtained 


the bombs reveal that they had 
been in his possession at least since 
1928, r-d probably were obtained 
by him immediately after the war. 
Lucetti, the invyestigatian indl- 
cates, enclosed the hombs in a 
tin box, padded with molisture-re- 
sisting substances, and burled them 
in a cave about a mile from his 
native village, digging them up 
when he returned from France 
early last month.
